Could it happen here?

What caused a young man to 
shoot his own mother then take 
guns from her home, jump into 
her car and shoot his way into 
an elementary school and con¬ 
tinue his shooting spree, kill¬ 
ing students and faculty, and in 
short anyone who he could get 
in his sights? 

Adam Lanza, age 20, then 
turned the gun on himself and 
took his own life. 

The shootings happened 
about 9:30 a.m. Friday morn¬ 
ing at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, CT, a small

town 60 miles from New York 
City, a town many newscasters 
called “idyllic”. It is a pictur¬ 
esque community with a popu¬ 
lation of just under 30,000. 

The principal of the school. 
Dawn Hochsprung, age 47, was 
gunned down when she report¬ 
edly heard the shots, ran toward 
the classrooms where they were 
being fired, and lunged at Lan¬ 
za. She was hired at the school 
in 2010 and was a mother and 
step-mother to five girls. 

Sandy Hook school had taken 
strict precautions to protect its 
students. Doors were locked and

surveillance cameras had been 
installed. Students, faculty and 
family apparently thought they 
were protected against such a 
horrific event as this. 

Could it happen here? 

Fulton County Schools Su¬ 
perintendent Dennis Bledsoe 
talked about the school system’s 
safety procedures following the 
aftermath of the school shoot¬ 
ing. “While there is no indica¬ 
tion that this is anything but an 
isolated incident far away from 
the Fulton County School Dis¬ 
trict we do want to take this op¬ 
portunity to remind all of our 
families that we conduct regu¬ 
lar drills, including those for a 
building lockdown, and that we 
have secure doors at the main 
entrance to each school with a 
buzzer and camera system to 
view and speak to those enter¬ 
ing our schools,” he said. “All 
visitors to our schools must en¬ 
ter and sign in with the school 
office. Other exterior doors to 
the buildings remain locked at 
all times and only staff can ac¬ 
cess those doors.”

Dear Community, 

We are all deeply troubled 
and sorrowful to hear of the 
great tragedy in Connecticut at 
an elementary school on Fri¬ 
day. Our thoughts and prayers 
go out to the Sandy Hook El¬ 
ementary School community 
that was devastated by the loss 
of their children and educators. 
The news accounts report a 
large number of fatalities, many 
of which were elementary-age- 
students, a principal and teach¬ 
ers. The shooter is dead. 

Our children and staff are our 
most precious resource and to 
that end, we take this tragedy as 
a stark reminder of the impor¬ 
tance of our safety procedures 
and our check-in process for all 
visitors to our schools. While 
there is no indication that this is 
anything but an isolated incident 
far away from the Fulton Coun¬ 
ty School District we do want to 
take this opportunity to remind 
all of our families that we con¬ 
duct regular drills, including 
those for a building lockdown, 
and that we have secure doors 
at the main entrance to each 
school with a buzzer and cam¬ 
era system to view and speak to 
those entering our schools. All 
visitors to our schools must en¬ 
ter and sign in with the school 
office. Other exterior doors to 
the buildings remain locked at 
all times and only staff can ac¬ 
cess those doors. 

These are just a few of the 
procedures that we have in 
place to help ensure student 
safety and security. Certainly in 
this day and age we can never 
be absolutely protected against 
all circumstances, but we do ed¬ 
ucate staff throughout the year, 
practice our safety plan and rely 
on our parents, first responders 
and the community to help us 
practice and respond using our 
safety procedures. 

We know that children may 
raise questions and concerns 
about this tragedy. The Ameri¬ 
can Psychological Association 
(APA) recommends several tips 
for parents to consider: 

Talk with your child - 

If children ask questions, 
talking to them about their wor¬ 
ries and concerns is the first 
step to help them feel safe and 
begin to cope with the events 
occurring around them. What 
you talk about and how you say 
it does depend on their age, but 
all children need to be able to 
know you are there and listen¬ 
ing to them. 

Keep home a safe place - 

Children, regardless of age, 
often find home to be a safe 
haven when the world around 
them becomes overwhelming. 
During times of crisis, it is im¬ 
portant to remember that your 
children may come home seek¬ 
ing the safe feeling they have 
being there. 

Watch for signs of stress, fear 
or anxiety - 

After a traumatic event, it is 
typical for children (and adults) 
to experience a wide range of

emotions including fearfulness, 
shock, anger, grief and anxi¬ 
ety. Your children’s behaviors 
may change because of their re¬ 
sponse to the event. They may 
experience trouble sleeping, 
difficulty with concentrating on 
schoolwork, or changes in appe¬ 
tite. This is normal for everyone 
and should begin to disappear in 
a few months. 

Take “news breaks” - 

Your children may want to 
keep informed by gathering in¬ 
formation about the event from 


the internet, television, or news¬ 
papers. It is important to limit 
the amount of time spent watch¬ 
ing the news because constant 
exposure may actually heighten 
their anxiety and fears. Other 
resources can be found at www. 
kysafeschools.org 
Giving your child back a sense 
of routine is a critical part of 
“getting back” to normal. Mon¬ 
day, we will be prepared to as¬ 
sist you child if they have ques¬ 
tions. If you have any questions 
or concerns, you are always

City Attorney swears in 2013 Commission

After members of the 
Commission heard from 
Hickman business owner Roger 
Gordon, Commissioner Barbara 
Yandal, and Mark Mosely, of 
Edmaiston and Mosely Funeral 
Home, they received updates 
from Police Chief Tony Grogan, 
Public Works Director Mike 
Hartigan and Fire Chief Jackie 
Duncan on Monday, Dec. 10. 

Chief Grogan discussed 
three properties that need to be 
brought up to code, including 
one on Wellington and two on 
Myatt. During November the 
police department arrest log was 
more active than the previous 
month. 


“Work is being performed on 
the fire trucks to prepare them 
for pump tests,” stated Fire 
Chief Duncan. 

Public Works Director 
Hartigan had nothing to report, 
but did volunteer his department 
to take care of an eye sore on 
Myatt Street. 

After adopting Municipal 
Order 12-2, Establishing a Job 
Description for Administrative 
Clerk (Police/Fire Dept.) and 
Amending Pay Classification, 
the Commission agreed to hire 
two part-time employees to fill 
a role at the police/fire station 
once Fulton County Dispatch 
begins supplying dispatch 
service to the city (beginning 
Dec. 17). 


They then approved 
Municipal Order 12-3, 
Amending Personnel Policy 
regarding the classification of 
“immediate family,” with all 
voting in favor of it. Adopting 
Ordinance 12-24, Amending 
Code of Ethics followed passing 
on a three to two vote, with 
Commissioner Choate thinking 
the wording still needs to say 
“family,” so all family will be 
included. Commissioner Yandal 
also voted no and expressed her 
desire to see the city have an 
active ethics board, something 
that is hard to achieve when 
residing in a small town.

James Robert Brown, born and 
reared in Troy (Obion County), 
Tennessee, rode with Company 
K, 22 nd Division Tennessee 
Calvary of the Confederate 
States of America. 

He was married Dec. 16,1874 
to Annie Mary Rose, (1856- 
1936) daughter of John B. and 
Mary E. Rose of Hickman, 
Kentucky. Mrs. Rose was a 
charter member of the First 


Baptist Church of Hickman and 
Mr. Rose was a Deacon. 

The James Robert Browns 
lived in Hickman. He engaged in 
farming, operated a mercantile 
store and a sawmill. 

They were parents of seven 
girls and one son - Hattie, Ola, 
Cora Lebia, Laura, Marine, 
James Hearn, Annie Lee and 
Vera. The last child, Vera, died 
in infancy. 


Marine Brown (1889-1982) 
married Kinchen Allen Mitchell 
(1878-1956) of Owensboro 
(Daviess County), on August 18, 
1911. K.A. Mitchell was one of 
eleven children born to Franklin 
D. and Samantha Hay Mitchell 
of Owensboro. He came to 
Hickman as Agent for the Lee 
Line, a Riverboat passenger 
and freight service operating 
on the Mississippi River.

PSC Selects Overlay 
for New Area Code 
in Western Kentucky 

Current numbers in area 
code 270 remain unchanged; 
decision means 10-digit dialing 
for local calls beginning in 
2014 

Anew area code 364 in western 
Kentucky will occupy the same 
geographic area as the current 
area code 270, the Kentucky Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission (PSC) 
announced this week. 

The overlay option is the least 
disruptive for all customers and 
imposes the smallest cost on busi¬ 
nesses in the area, the PSC said in 
its order. This is the first area code 
in Kentucky created by an over¬ 
lay. Area code 270 was created in 
1999 by splitting area code 502. 

“This decision means that ev¬ 
eryone who now has an area code 
270 phone number can keep that 
number,” PSC Chairman David 
Armstrong said. “The only thing 
that will change is that 10-digit 
dialing will be required for local 
calls beginning in early 2014.” 

Ten-digit dialing means that an 
area code must precede the seven¬ 
digit phone number for all local 
calls within the current area code 
270 territory. Long-distance calls 
within area code 270 will require 
11-digit (1 plus area code plus 
number) dialing, like any long¬ 
distance call to outside the area. 
Ten-digit dialing also will be re¬ 
quired for all calls where local 
calling areas span the boundary 
between area code 270 and ad¬ 
joining area codes. 

With more than a year until fi¬ 
nal implementation, there will be 
ample time for a smooth transi¬ 
tion that will allow everyone to 
become familiar with the new di¬ 
aling rules, Armstrong said. 

Today’s PSC order sets an 
implementation schedule for the 
overlay that extends over the next 
13 months. Telecommunication 
providers are ordered to begin 
preparing their networks for the 
change no later than Feb. 2, 2013.

The Fiscal Court of Fulton County has elected to change Fulton 
County Ordinance 2001-02. This Ordinance is based upon Judicial 
Branch Budget Bill passed by the 2000 Kentucky General Assembly as 
House Bill 577 for the purpose of paying expenses of the Fulton 
County Courthouse. The Ordinance revision will remove and retract 
Section 1 and Section 4 concerning fees and costs assessed by the 
Fulton County Circuit and District Courts. The Ordinance revision will 
retain Section 2 and Section 3 concerning fees assessed on the 
service of subpoena and civil summons by the Fulton County Sheriff 
with a monthly remittal to the Fulton County Fiscal Court. The full text 
of the purpose is available for public inspection at the office of the 
Fulton County Judge/Executive's office, 2216 Myron Cory Drive, 
during regular business hours.
